Systematic vaccinations ut 
all 
children during the first year of 
life or at the time when they en­ 
ter school is the best way to pre­ 
vent smallpox. 
The latter is the 
way employed 
in Massachusetts 
where the disease is almost un­ 
known. 
Smallpox, perhaps more 
than any other 
disease, has in­ 
spired leal and terror in the popu­ 
lar mind because of its loathsome 
appearance, its extreme contagious­ 
ness, and 
its 
disfiguring conse­ 
quences. 
Vet there are still many 
people who have* become careless 
or negligent about being vaccin­ 
ated. V accination is the surest and 
most complete safeguard against 
the disease, and it causes very lit­ 
tle inconvenience compared to an 
attack of smallpox. The first suc­ 
cessful vaccination does not pro­ 
tect a person from .smallpox in­ 
definitely. Perhaps this is the rea­ 
son smallpox is. as prevalent as 
it is. 
It always runs true to form 
in that it attacks persons who are 
either not protected by vaccination 
at all or who have lost the protec­ 
tion which they once had. 
At one time, smallpox was tin; 
most prevalent of diseases. 
In 
London during the eighteenth cen­ 
tury, it caused one-twelfth of all 
deaths. Everyone felt that he had 
to pass through an attack of small­ 
pox al some period of his life. One 
of Horace Walpole’s correspondents 
wrote 
“ Poetry is as universally 
contagious as smallpox,” while in 
Germany 
there was a 
proverb 
From love and .smallpox but few re­ 
main free.” 
Today we know that 
smallpox is not a necessary feature 
of one’s career. 
Dr. Edward Jennet* of Berkeley 
England, duffng those years ob­ 
served that people who had cow­ 
pox rarely, 
if 
ever, contracted 
smallpox. 
He experimented with 
cowpox vaccination arui proved that 
smallpox could be prevented. The

The school 
office is now also in use a p a rt of 
the tim e as a high school recitation 
room and the office a t best with 
north windows, is not a good school 
room. 
Artificial light m ust be used 
on any dark day in the office. The 
cram ped condition of 
the 
grade 
school is due to the fact that the

High 
School 
occupies a good share of the uppei 
floor of the school house and this 
arrangem ent m akes impossible the 
proper 
expansion 
of 
the 
grade 
school. 
If, and when, the new high school 
can he completed and m ake a h o m e 
for the high school it will mean 
t hut the grade school can properly 
expand to meet it^ grow ing need 
and th a t basem ent class room s can 
he perm anently abolished.

“Turn backward, turn backward, 
^ Oh Time in thy flight,’' and let 
us look into the Mt. Prospect of 
yesterday. 
As we lift the veil of the past 
from the Mt. ^Prospect of the pres­ 
e n t we see a community of four 
* houses, one business establishment 
and a depot. That past is only 31 
years ago. 
John 
P. Moehling 
* whose son still 
occupies one of 
those four houses, and who is just 
* 
entering the real estate business, 
was identified in the early history 
of the village. 
Upon him tfevolv- 
^ ed numerous duties. 
He eras the 
railroad agent, 
postmaster, pro­ 
prietor of 
a grocery 
store, sold 
% flour, feed and coal and was an 
agent 
for 
farming 
implements. 
There were not many people in the 
village in those days and shoppers 
were few in number. Thus this pi­ 
oneer was able to serve in these 
^ f dual capacities, meeting the trains, 
distributing* the 
mail and selling 
with ease a bag of flour, a pound 
9 of coffee or a corn planter. 
Up­ 
on the walls of the John P. Moehl­ 
ing real estate office is to be found 
a picture of Mt. Prospect’s busi- 
r 
'ness section of the early nineties. 
Thirty-one years is not a very long 
time ago and there are many who 
^remember it as it was in the days 
m 
when Mr. Louis Busse, father of 
Th Hon. Win. Busse came to Mt. Pros 
i 
ped and erected the first Busse 
store building—the one that has 
just been torn down. 
The four houses from which Mt. 
Prospect of 1896 received its start 
were owned anti occupied by Win. 
Wide, John Meyn, John C. Moehl 
ing and William Busse. 
It was in 
the following year, 1897, that Mr 
Louis Busse erected the store budd­ 
lin g tha twas the beginning of the 
huge business enterprises of that 
family. 
A 
general 
merchandise 
store was first established. 
Then 
a stock of hardware was added. In 
1912 the hardware busine* was 
given its own home in a large two 
story double store structure. Two 
years later, a garage was startec 
and the name of Busse and Buick 
became intertwined. 
The Mt. Prospect National Bank 
was organized in 1911, which was

St. Paul's Lutheran church was or­ 
ganized and an edifice erected. 
Among the first of the public 
duties that Win. Busse entered up­ 
on, was that of secretary of the 
Mt. Prospect school district. There 
was no school in Mt. Prospect when 
ie came there to live. He was in­ 
strumental iii the formation of the 
present district and that was no 
easy task. The district was formed 
from territory in three townships 
and from five school districts. He 
served as secretary of the school 
board for 12 years. 
Mt. Prospect has always been a 
united community. In the years be­ 
fore its incorporation as a village 
an improvement 
association was 
formed and street lights and other 
community improvements were in­ 
stalled. A united community with 
every man walling to do his share 
made these things possible. But as 
Mt. Prospect began to grow', a vil­ 
lage government came into being 
and improvements 
began coming 
thick and fast. 
In the short space of five years 
we see a small countryside village 
become one of the best organized 
and improved .villages in the state 
of Illinois. 
It was in 1922 that 
the start was made upon public 
improvements by 
special assess­ 
ments. The first step was the ap­ 
proval by the voters of $9,000 in 
bonds to purchase a site, drill a 
well and erect a stand pipe. 
In 
Novem ber^/ that same year the 
County Court confirmed the first 
water mains project to be installed 
in the village. 
Today the water 
mains extend throughout the vil­ 
lage and total over twenty miles. 
There are two 
pumping stations 
that maintain a pressure of fifty 
pounds at all times. 
Both pumps 
later changed into a state banking J are electrically driven ami one has 
institution. The following year, the auxiliary power for use in case of 


a breakdown to the electric power 
lines. 
Drainage through 
the 
Weller 
Creek Drainage District came in 
1926 and paving in 1927. 
Gas 
has been here for many years, but 
without electric power, these enter­ 
prising people organized their own 
electrical plant, but in 1922 that 
plant was taken over by the Public 
Service Co., which now' supplies the 
“juice.” 
The large real estate developers 
discovered Mt. Prospect in 1924 and 
since that time their extensive op­ 
eration.'; have .served to develop the 
village beyond the fondest dreams 
of the citizens of a few years” ago. 
When Mt. Prospect was incorpor­ 
ated as a village it contained about 
900 acres. 
Today it has about 2,- 
000 acres within its borders. From 
east to west it extends I 3-4 miles 
and north and south 2 l4 ’ miles. 
William Busse has been Presi­ 
dent of the Board of Trustees all 
these years and with the co-op­ 
eration of the Village Board and 
Board of Local Improvements has 
seen all these improvements in­ 
stalled in approximately 5 years 
from the date of the first letting 
of a contract for water mains. 
The fire department of which II. 
F. Meyn is chief is well drilled 
and one that is as efficient as is 
required anywhere. The discipline 
is on a high standard. 
The de­ 
partment is motorized and numbers 
about 20 men. 
Police protection is good. 
Chief 
William Mulso is always on hand 
and keeps things 
running in fine 
shape. 
Mt. Prospect’s village board is 
composed of able men who deliber­ 
ate on a subject looking at it from 
all angles and guard the affairs 
of the village as though they were 
their own personal affairs. 
Mt. 


Prospect is and can rightfully so, 
be proud of 
their village board. 
The board is composed of Henry 
Beigel, 
Herman 
Haas, 
Herman 
Heide, Charles Mecklenburg, Her­ 
man Null 
and 
John Pohlman. 
These men 
also 
constitute the 
board of 
local 
improvements of 
which ^William Russe is also presi­ 
dent an I have the supervision of all 
improvements that are made in the 
village. 
Edwin L. Busse is village 
clerk, George Busse, village collect­ 
or and Christian D. Busse is vil­ 
lage treasurer. 
The people of Mt. Prospect are 
a peace loving kind and it is very 
seldom that anything is heard of in 
the way of disturbances of any 
nature among the residents of tho 
village. 
The Mt. Prospect State Bank is 
as strong a financial institution as 
one would care to deal with, hav­ 
ing a capital of $50,000.00 and a 
surplus 
of 
$25,000.00. 
William 
Busse Jr. is president of the bank 
while C. D. Busse is cashier and 
Miss Heise, assistant cashier. 
The merchants in Mount Pros­ 
pect are of a

tablishments they have.

as space is limited. W illiam Busse
